Great Britain exported in 1887 cot­ 
ton goods of the value of §301,490,405 
while the United states exported in 1888 
only §11,122,000 woith!

Delegate Dubois of Idaho said It was 
necessary to disfranchise tho Mormons 
in a body in order to destroy their polit­ 
ical power. The only way to reach the 
Mormon church was to deprive It of po­ 
litical power.
